The White Ribbon campaign 
will again be upon us on November

The point is that being 
conscious of a problem doesn't mean 
that you are working towards a solu- 
tion. It is the men committing these 
crimes that should be wearing rib- 
bons but chances are they are not 
aware they are part of the problem. 
Too much emphasis has been put on 
the memory of crimes committed not 
on the prevention of violence tocome. 

It is unfortunate that the Mon- 
treal Massacre happened, but rehash- 
ing the events of that terrible day 
really doesn't do a lot to advance the 
cause at hand. This is a issue that hits 
a whole lot closer to home than Mon- 
treal. 

Sexual assault and violence in 




general occurs right here, in Sudbury 
and on this campus. We don 't have to 
go to Montreal to find examples of 
absolutely stupid things happening. 
We don't have to go anywhere at all, 
and pretending that we can make a 
small dent in the problems this cam- 
paign brings out for discussion in one 
week by wearing a ribbon is equally 
fruitless. 

Wearing a ribbon does not 
constitute a commitment to making 



this world a better place. There are 
some interesting sub-topics I hope to 
see addressed during this week. 

There was a display in the 
bowling alley for awhile regarding 
the Supreme Court's recent decision 
to accept intoxication as a defense 
against sexual assault. In hindsight, I 
think we will discover this decision 
to be a turning point for women in 
this country. Has a man's right to 
drink to insensibility surpassed a 
woman's right to security of person? 

Why did this happen? What 
conditions led Canada to become a 
place where to much booze can be 
used as an excuse for one human 
being violating another? Maybe the 
questions we should be asking during 
this week are misguided. 

Rather than asking how we 
can stop this kind of violence maybe 
we should be wondering why we let 
it happen in the first place.

After reading Aonghus 
Kelly's feature article ("Everything 
You Wanted to Know About Parking 
at L.U.", Lambda . October 27, 1 994) 
and viewing the cover of last week's 
Lambda. (Campus Security Now Has 
a Zero Tolerance Policy on Parking 
Violations " ( Lambda. November 3, 
1 994) I find myself being drawn in to 
an argument I don't really have time 
for. Let me just express a few thoughts 
on the issue. 

Many factors, including a 
changing job market, have led to in- 
creased enrollments in post-second- 
ary institutions which places a huge 
burden on their infrastructure, 
Laurentian, like many other univer- 
sities and colleges, is busting at the 
seams. As enrollment expands, its 
infrastructure will have to expand 
proportionately. Although we are 
judged harshly by Macleans on 
grounds that are inconsistent with 
our charter, there are problems we 
must overcome to make this school 
viable and improve its rank among 
our own student body. Parking is one 
of these issues. Parking quickly be- 
came a concern this year as the Secu- 
rity and Parking Committee, headed 
by chair Ron Larwood, found them- 
selves in a position not unlike state 
officials in South Florida after the 
Cuban's started landing. The Com- 
mittee's ability to find effective and 
responsible solutions to this will be a 
fair measure of the caliber of the 
school. I feel the solutions being put 
forth are neithereffective nor respon- 
sible. 

There is something about 
"zero tolerance" policies that strike 
me as inherently anal. Any student of 
psychology ( or the American sit- 
com for that matter) could tell you the 
same thing - a policy that smacks of 
control, narrow-mindedness, and 
flexibility is begging to be evaluated 



in Freudian terms. 

If the Security and Parking 
Committee has decided to establish 
intolerance as a policy, then let me 
remind them of one thing: intoler- 
ance is a bad thing. I thought we'd 
established that years ago. Doesn't 
the name Joe McCarthy mean any- 
thing in this town anymore? It's cer- 
tainly not something I expect to con- 
front right here in the engine room of 
higher learning, thought, and consid- 
ered philosophies. 

When I got my parking pass 
this year and realized where I would 
be parking I wasn't happy but I was 
willing to bite my tongue and move 
on. That was until I read that the 
Security and Parking Committee was 
going to try and make a bad situation 
worse by turning the parking prob- 
lem into some sort of cash cow. The 
plan would see proceeds from park- 
ing fines go towards building an in- 
ternal fund. How vindictive is that? 
The "pit" is sold out, Students are 
parking illegally because there is no 
place else to park. It's not valet park- 
ing that students are asking for. And 
they haven' t started pulling up on the 
grass right in front of the classroom 
building. Not yet anyway. Just some 
secure spot that doesn't require leav- 
ing home twenty minutes earlier to 
make it to class, or failing that, a spot 
that doesn't necessitate taking a shut- 
tle to get you from your car to the 
classroom. 

How many women, enrolled 
in night classes, park in the "pit" 
when they arrive in the morning, only 
to move to the Frazer lot in the after- 
noon, so that they don't have to take 
that long walk through the enchanted 
forest surrounding Parker Walk in 
the dark. 

Students are not responsible 
for the administrations 
shortsightedness. However, we can 
all work together to see the universi- 
ties growing pains, but not if we're 
going to be antagonized by vindic- 
tive policies such as zero tolerance. 
On one hand we 're being asked to jog

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SGA Moves Forward to Full Bilingualism

No figures are available but it 
is estimated that roughly 25 
percent of SGA members 
are francophones. William Brydges, 
in charge of the promotion of bilin- 
gualism in the SGA agreed with the 
recent statement that in the past, bi- 
lingualism was more show than ac- 
tion, but argues that the SGA is offi- 
cially bilingual now. 

The process started in 1987- 
88 with the Bilingual Com 
mittee of the SGA creating a 
four year plan. The plan officially 
expired in September of 1 992, with 
the deadline of functional bilingual- 
ism being 1990-91. The SGA only 



just passed the plan last month. Crit- 
ics argue that while the statement is 
fine in principle, the SGA has not 
been living up to it. Currently, only 
one member of the executive is bilin- 
gual, but Brydges argues that does 
not impede the goal of offering serv- 
ices to both communities. 

Where he does feel the prob 
lem lies is in communi 
cation, and he has defined 
he job mainly in the terms of this. 
"There is an ambiguous nature to this 
job, and I've found myself starting 
from scratch, even having to build up 
the files from the ground up" stated 
Brydges. To this end, the SGA will 
be placing more effort in promoting 
Bilingualism Week this year. Occur- 
ring next week, various activities are 
planned. French and English movies 
will be shown, a booth will be in 
operation in the Bowling Alley, a 
bilingual game show, and that Friday 
will feature a bilingual pub in the Pub 
Down under. 



When asked about coop 
eration with the AEF, 
Brydges admitted that 
previous efforts have not been suc- 
cessful. In the past the AEFhas asked 
the SGA to organize the activities, 
with the AEF playing a support role. 

The renewed movement to 
wards full bilingualism is 
similar Laurentian Univer- 
sity's policy on bilingualism. The 
policy states that the university ex- 
pects all documents to be available in 
both official languages. All docu- 
ments are to be fully translated, and if 
that is not possible, the document 
must be summarized in French. 

The four year plan touches all 
areas of SGA activity. All 
new full-time hirings must 
be bilingual, all documents, posters, 
releases must be available in both 
French and English and a profes- 
sional translator will be employed by 
the SGA to translate all SGA publi- 



cations.

The changes to the guidelines 
took place Sept. 29, several 
days before a challenge to 
Customs Canada's right to seize ma- 
terials on the basis of obscenity got 
underway in the British Columbia 
Supreme Court. 

The case against Canada Cus 
toms, brought by Vancou 
ver's Little Sisters Art and 
Book Emporium and the B.C. Civil 
Liberties Association, also says Cus- 
toms unfairly discriminates against 
gay and lesbian material and book- 
stores. 

Jim Deva, co-owner of Little 
Sisters, says the removal of 
anal penetration from the 
guidelines was timed to give Canada 
Customs a better case in court. 

"It's quite clear that their lawyers 
pointed out that it was clearly 



"We wanted to make sure that 
our counsel was in the best possible 
[position]," said Colette Gentes- 
Hawn, a spokesperson for Canada 
Customs. 

According to Deva, this action on the 
part of Canada Customs is reprehen- 
sible. 

"[It's] a clear indication of how devi- 
ous Canada Customs is. We've been 
fighting [these guidelines] for years 
but the fact that [they change] two 
days before the court case shows 
they'll do anything to maintain their 
power over censorship," Deva said. 

Still, he does not think the move by 
Canada Customs will undermine Lit- 
tle Sisters' case. 

"We knew that anal penetration was 
the first to be removed, so our case 
didn'thinge on anal penetration. Our 
case is much more encompassing than 
just arguing the validity of anal pen- 
etration." 



oshiya Kuwabara, an em 
ployee of Toronto's Glad 
Day Bookstore, which stocks 
gay and lesbian material, says Cus- 
toms will use other parts of the guide- 
lines to stop material destined for the 
store. 

"Anal penetration is one excuse that 
Canada Customs cans use for seizing 
material. Now that this excuse is 
gone, they will use another," 
Kuwabara said. 

The arbitrary nature by which 
customs officials can apply 
the guidelines compounds the 
problem, he said. 

"Everything at the border is entirely 
at the discretion of Canada Customs." 

Gentes-Hawn says, however, 
that CanadaCustoms, while 
not being arbitrary, does 
have to exercise judgment at the bor- 
der. "All law enforcement has some 
sort of judgment attached," she said. 

She added that Customs officials do 
not, nor will they , discriminate against 
gay and lesbian material. 

"The department makes every attempt 
to be fair and consistent and to look at 
all material in the same way," Gentes- 
Hawn said. 

She said the homosexual com 
munity only sees one side of 
the story and is not paying 
attention to the fact that heterosexual 
material is seized as well. 

"They don't see the material 
that leans towards the heterosexual 
community that is stopped," Gentes- 
Hawn said.

Laurentian joins the commu- 
nity in responding to the use of in- 
toxication as a legal defense for vio- 
lent crimes: 

As many of you know, in Sep- 
temberof this year the Supreme Court 
of Canada set a landmark precedent 
when they granted a new trial to a 
man accused of sexually assaulting 
an elderly disabled woman. The man 
(who was alsoelderly ) had consumed 
such a great amount of alcohol that 
the average person would have be- 
come comatose or would have died 
from respiratory failure. 

The main issue in this case 
was whether or not this man, after 
consuming this great amount of alco- 
hol, was mentally capable of know- 
ing the nature and consequences of 
his actions. The court decided that 
this man had consumed so much al- 
cohol that it was impossible for him 
to be able to understand what he was 
doing. In effect, what the court was 
saying was that this man was tempo- 
rarily insane. 

Since this decision, two other 
similar cases, one in Alberta and the 
other in Toronto, have come before 
the courts. In Alberta, a man who 
beat his wife was acquitted because 
he was so intoxicated (from a 30- 
hour drinking binge) that he could 
not form the mental capability re- 
quired by law in order to prosecute a 
crime. In Toronto, a man has been 
accused of beating a taxi driver and 
assaulting a police officer. The same 




defense is being presented at his trial. 

The Community Response to 
the Extreme Intoxication Defense is 
made up of a number of concerned 
groups. Wednesday and Thursday 
(Nov 9-10), the Laurentian White 
Ribbon Campaign, with the support 
of several Laurentian groups, includ- 
ing the Laurentian Women's Centre, 
put on a display to raise awareness 
about these recent court rulings and 
violence against women. 

We were given a 1 50m ribbon 
with approximately 600 signatures 
already on it, and when the display 
was taken down on Thursday, that 
number had risen to over 1 500 signa- 
tures. 

This organization believes that 
the responsibility for a person's ac- 



tions rests upon that person. The fact 
that men have been excused from 
facing criminal prosecution due to 
intoxication, extreme or otherwise, is 
not acceptable. 

These community groups 
have come together because of the 
severity of the danger posed by this 
precedent. The danger is mainly to 
women, but it also poses a severe 
threat to the community at large. 
When violence is excusable because 
of one's intoxicated state, our society 
will not be a safe place for anyone!

Anti-PC Lobby Group 
Gets Big Donation

Toronto (CUP) — An "anti-political 
correctness" group that wants to abol- 
ish equity offices at universities has 
just received a $210 000 grant from 
the Donner Canadian Foundation. 

The Donner Foundation is a 
Toronto-based philanthropic organi- 
zation that funds research into social 
and economic issues. The foundation 
has funded research on topics rang- 
ing from Arctic ecology to commu- 
nity policing. 

The Society for Academic 
Freedom and Scholarship (SAFS), 
which is to receive the funds, says the 
University of Toronto's race rela- 
tions and the status of women offices 
stand in the way of academic free- 
dom and freedom of speech. 

The group, headed by U of T 
psychology professor John Furedy, 
plans to use the money for research 
projects, sponsoring symposiums and 
lobbying on issues of academic free- 
dom. 

Furedy says that what he calls 
the "equity eight" — organizations 
such as employment equity, race re- 
lations and status of women offices 
— have mandates that destroy aca- 
demic freedom on campus. 

"Their mandate is to see if 
there is anything offensive in lectures 
or texts," Furedy says. "[They are] 
run under a mandate which is totali- 
tarian. 

But Paddy Stamp, the U of T 
sexual harassment officer, says that 
academic freedom will increase only 
if discrimination is eliminated. 

"Harassment and discrimina- 
tion undermine and interfere with 
freedom of thought and academic 
freedom," Stamp says. "I see no con- 
flict between the extension of aca- 
demic freedom and the elimination 
of discrimination and harassment." 

Furedy contends that the $ 1 .5 
million budget of the "equity eight" 
is excessive. But Stamp says the bulk 
of the money comes from the Ontario 
Ministry of Education and Training 



and is intended to help U of T con- 
form to the Ontario Human Rights 
Code. 

According to Furedy, all eq- 
uity offices should be replaced by a 
single human rights office. 

"We should get back to a sin- 
gle human rights office. There is ab- 
solutely no need for these offices 
because human rights should be uni- 
versal, not restricted to one group," 
he says. 

But Kelvin Andrews, race re- 
lations and anti-racism initiatives of- 
ficer for U of T, says that a single 
human rights office would be insuffi- 
cient. 

"I think each and every one of 
those offices was established due to a 
perceived need," Andrews says. 

In response to Furedy 's claim 
that his office has only dealt with one 
alleged case of racism in three years, 
Andrews says Furedy should check 
his facts. 

"In my annual report there is a 
break down of cases dealt with," says 
Andrews. "He [Furedy] needs to do a 
little more research before making 
these comments." 

SAFS was started in response 
to a number of cases were academic 
freedom was impinged upon, Furedy 
says. The University of Western On- 
tario's decision to allow Professor 
Phillipe Rushton to teach first-year 
students only by video tape was one 
such situation. 

"The Rushton case initially 
started the society," Furedy says. 

Rushton, known for linking 
race and IQ, is a member of the SAFS. 

Furedy makes a distinction 
between SAFS defending a person's 
right to freedoms and supporting his 
or her ideas. 

"People think they believe in 
freedom of speech except for dis- 
gusting opinions," Furedy says. "This 
is not a belief in freedom of speech, 
you are either for it or against it." 
Furedy admits that the group has its 
share of members with extreme views, 
"but that is not the issue." 

"If you place SAFS members 
on the scale of left and right, more 
would probably fit on the right side of 
the spectrum, but freedom of speech 
is not unique to the right or the left," 
he says. 



Students Tear Up Discussion Paper

REGINA (CUP) - Students at the 
University of Saskatchewan vented 
their anger over proposed changes to 
university funding by shredding cop- 
ies of the federal government's dis- 
cussion paper. 

The act was part of a rally held 
by the University of Saskatchewan 
Student Union to protest the federal 
government's recent discussion pa- 
per on social reforms, which threat- 
ens to cut federal cash transfers to the 
provinces. Tuition fees stand to rise 
significantly. 

"We had about 400 students 
out for the protest," said Jeff Leslie, a 
vice-president with the student coun- 
cil. Leslie added that students 
marched to city hall for presentations 
and discussions, chanting, "Burn it; 
burn the paper!" 

Student council president 
Shauna Curry tried lighting the pa- 



wouldn't bum. 

"It was an emotional thing 
that got out of control," Leslie said. 
"Our organization doesn't condone 
that kind of behavior." 

According to Leslie, the pro- 
test took about a week to plan. The 
council worked with a civic organi- 
zation to set up the rally in front of 
city hall. 

Leslie said the council handed 
out leaflets, made banners and put up 
posters all over campus. 

Professors also helped out by 
reading bulletins at the start of each 
class. 

The rally was part of a cam- 
paign to launch a national protest to 
coincide with either the University of 
Ottawa's strike slated for Nov. 16, or 
the Canadian Federation of Students' 
plan for a January demonstration. 

"Our student association is 
willing to do whatever it can to get 
our voice heard," Leslie said.

Testament image (prefigurement) of 
Christ, the Lamb of God, on the Cross. 
The inspiration for this article started 
with a book called Christ in the Passo- 
ver written by Ceil and Moshe Rosen. 
It was Published by Moody Bible 
Institute of Chicago in 1978 on be- 
half of Jews for Jesus. Some years 
after I first read the book, The Chil- 
dren of the Living God Community in 
Winnipeg invited Jews for Jesus to 
give a presentation on Christ in the 
Passover to the community. It was 
my privilege to attend their prayer 
meeting that Friday night. Praise 
God!

doorposts of their homes, and on the 
lintel. Later that night when the An- 
gel of Death went through Egypt, it 
was not allowed into any home which 
had been marked with the blood of 
the lamb; however it did enter every 
home which was not protected by 
lamb'sbloodonthedooranditkilled 
the first born of that household. 



Praise God for deliverance 
from the Egyptians! Yes, we know 
all of that, so why this article? Well, 
let's look a little closer at the door- 
ways of those Israelite homes. 



The basin was a simple hole 
in the ground in front of the door or 
right in the doorway. Normally, it 
was filled with water so that anyone 
entering the home could wash their 
feet and leave the dirt of the world 
outside. Those among us who have 
ever gone on long hikes know the joy 
of dipping our feet into some nice 
cool water after walking ten or 15 
miles on a warm day. I imagine that 
the men who worked in the fields of 
Egypt looked forward to dipping their 
feet into the basin upon arriving home 
in the evening after a long, hot day. 



Take a closer look at the set- 
up. We know what doorposts are: 
they are the posts on either side of a 
doorway; one post normally has the 
hinges and the other has the latch for 
the door. But do you know where or 
what the lintel is? It is the cross bar 
at the top of the doorway — it con- 
nects the two doorposts at the top of 
the doorway. What does this mean?

Picture for a minute the basin 
in the ground by the bottom of the 
doorposts (remember that it is filled 
with blood); then take a piece of 
hyssop (or a paint brush, or a stick 
with a rag tied onto one end) and dip 
it into the basin, soaking the end of 
the hyssop in the blood. Now lift it up 
and see how the blood drips from it 
onto the ground as you put the wet 
end against the left doorpost and rub 
blood onto the post, then do the same 
to the right doorpost, and finally do it 
to the lintel at the top of the door. 
Replace the hyssop onto the ground, 
step back and admire your handy 
work. 



a cross outlined in blood. Superim- 
pose onto this picture a picture of 
Christ hanging on the cross, bleeding 
from his head, his hands, his feet, the 
blood dripping onto the ground under 
the cross. 



Israel was freed slavery to the 
Egyptians by the blood of the lamb 
on their doorways; we have been 
freed from slavery to sin by the Pre- 
cious Blood of Jesus, the Lamb of 
God, poured out for us on that lonely 
cross on Calvary. 



Moses' lamb was to be un- 
blemished; Jesus is the Lamb of God 
— he is without sin. 



Moses was required to conse- 
crate all the first-born of Israel to 
God; beasts were sacrificed, babies 



were "redeemed" by sacrificing apair 
of turtle doves or two young pigeons 



Jesus is the only Son of God, 
first-born of Mary, his Mother, con- 
secrated to God (cf. St. Luke 2:22- 
25.), and later he sacrificed himself on 
the cross for us.

To My Fellow Students 

1 would like to share with you an 
incredible intellectual experi 
ence that I've been going 
through. Many of the upper year stu- 
dents and staff will know what I'm 
talking about when I refer to the Unity 
Student Board of Governors. For the 
first year students please view this 
letter as an indication of the dangers 
and pleasures of exploring new ways 
of thinking. 

First, I believe decent to be 
important as well as the de 
viation from complacency. 
However, I found myself doing so for 
the past few years to the extent that I 
came frightenly close toa point where 
the return to reality may have been 
difficult if it were not for the assist- 
ance of a caring community. I do not 
subscribe to the belief that decent via 
anarchy is valid nor do I believe that 
the end justifies the means of getting 
there, especially when others become 
nothing more than tools for a selfish 
goal. Now, as the past leader of this 
socialist based movement, I had the 
opportunity to experience the effect 
of overwhelming peer pressure and 
personal beliefs in the form of an 
affordable student housing project. I 
still am in strong decent over many 
university policies, particularly in the 
area of the need for private sector 
funding in an era of decreasing gov- 
ernment funding. The student will 
suffer simply due to the need for an 
administration to maintain top down 
control. This is misplaced priorities 
and proves that affordable education 
is not the universities primary man- 
date. An appalling statement was 



once made in Lambda it is that "edu- 
cation is a privilege, not a right", 
what is more outrageous is who made 
it, our president. 'I believe the oppo- 
site, with one of the only ways for a 
person to advance in a class struc- 
tured society being through educa- 
tion. Preventing this condemns a 
person to a less than fair lifestyle 
imposed on, by the people with, on 
the people with out. I would not like 
to dwell in this area and would like to 
continue in another. 

I do owe personal apologies 
to many members of the university 
community and its staff and faculty 
due to the at times malicious nature 
of my verbal communication. This is 
not professional and for which there 
is no excuse. To the critics of the 
projects philosophy (which I believe 
to be many), that did get intellectu- 
ally challenged, I can honestly say 
that I would do it again. Now all of 
the other people who may feel used 
or under appreciated for their efforts 
towards this project, I do thank you 
all. Particularly our architect who 
got more than bargained for at the 
outset and who I'm afraid was treated 
less than professional at times, by 
members of the board which I repre- 
sented. I apologize for us all. There 
are just far too many people that were 
involved for-me to determine the ef- 
fects, positive or negative, that the 
board I represented had, please un- 
derstand that for the most part, any 
harm was unintentional on my be- 
half. 

Idid not escape unharmed, as I 
lost much sleep and almost my 
mind trying to cope with the 
personal and political side effects of 



this project. I've been threatened, 
framed more times than one cares to 
remember, accused of every mali- 
cious act possibly imagined and com- 
pared repetitively to an immoral, two- 
faced child capable of nothing more 
than causing stress and desiring the 
attention of others. 

Peer pressure still has a pro 
found effect on me and as the 
leader of this project, I relied 
heavily on the moral support of oth- 
ers. I did learn that this support can be 
filtered into two types, verbal noth- 
ing and verbal genuine. If there are 
still members in the community that 
feel that this was nothing more than 
an attempt by a group of reckless 
students, to maliciously tie an alba- 
tross to the administrations neck, you 
have an unfortunate impression that 
was not intended. 

Considernowifyouwill.how 
a persons personality 
changes when placed under 
a constant state of emotional stress. 
This I believe to be the root of a 
carefree and arrogant seeming atti- 
tude during many of my presenta- 
tions, some for the project. I know 
fellow classmates who I'm sure will 
concur. Each one of them I'm also 
sure will be the first to admit their 
noticeable short comings. For those 
who may think that the type of stress 
involved is found in everyday profes- 
sional life, I disagree and state that 
although some of this view point is 
valid and a learning experience was 
gained, much of their viewpoint is 
highly clouded on speculation, as the 
arena was not purely professional 
and contained much malice. 

One thing that I did leam was that I 



spent a great deal of effort learning 
how I was expected to think in a 
political environment.. .with or with- 
out honesty. Another thing I learned 
is how much I complain! It's pathetic 
and the people around me should be 
commended for their patience. I 
learned about my defects to which I 
was previously blind and now can 
attempt to remedy them. If I had to 
choose the most important lesson of 
all, it is that being able to say that you 
would actually behave in a certain 
way, under a given set of conditions, 
may be personally misleading and 
give one a false self-image when com- 
pared with how you would actually 
behave if these conditions ever came 
true. I mean that one can say that they 
would gladly take a bullet in defence 
of their country and believe it, until 
they are placed on the front lines of 
battle. 

Regarding conversion, 
whether or not one person 
has the right to impose their 
beliefs on another, I know now is 
wrong. If something is so good peo- 
ple will come to it. This leads to 
respecting the beliefs of others, to a 
point where they begin to interfere 
with your own. Where do you draw 
the line, or do^you? I do. 

There were many good parts 
to this project, for which I 
encourage student involve- 
ment. I saw actual oppression and 
thank God for living in such a good 
country, that despite all of its flaws, 
shines brightest when compared with 
all others. I was also fortunate to 
meet the best friend that I could ever 
hope for and eventually fell in love 
with her. It was difficult not to as her 
beauty is beyond comparison. This 



good fortune alone was reward infi- 
nite times over. I also had the oppor- 
tunity to experience design competi- 
tions in other cities, as well as lead a 
group of students who were the 'cream 
of the crop', I am honoured. 

1 would like to encourage my 
fellow students to study co-op 
erative philosophy to some ex- 
tent if they choose. It is I believe to be 
the necessary balance between reli- 
gion, socialism and capitalism. Al- 
though a layman, I am firmly behind 
this movement and believe that many 
of Canada's social problems will be 
solved using its philosophy, espe- 
cially the need for increased brother 
and sisterhood. The power of this 
movement has indeed returned me to 
my humble self from which I had 
strayed too far. There is a line be- 
tween professionalism and arrogance, 
loosing site of it is dangerous 

A religious thought in clos 
ing, a person is given the 
opportunity to quietly cross 
the bridge between material and im- 
material values many times in ones 
life. But no one can escape making 
the decision. Heed the warning that 
the bridge may be disappear when 
your life is over, make sure to cross 
while you can.

The Campus (CUP) 

The Campus just recently in- 
terviewed Chris Taylor, lead singer 
for an up and coming Canadian band 
called One. Their new album is a fun 
mix of rock, reggae, and hip-hop that 
is definitely becoming popular with 
the university crowds. This is what 
Chris had to say about the band: 

Campus: One has just finished 
touring after four years, what is it 
like being off the road after that 
long? 

One: The band felt that it was a nice 
change as the novelty of criss-cross- 
ing the country time and time again 
was starting to wear off; the band 
needed a little time to recharge their 
collective batteries, 
C: What size audience did you usu- 
ally play to? Are you looking for- 
ward to the day you might sell out 
to a place like the Forum or do you 
want to stay with the smaller are- 
nas? 

One: Generally it has been between 
400 and 800 people. The band might 
like to eventually play bigger places, 
but it is not an essential goal of the 
band. Music is our primary goal 
rather than churning out the num- 
bers. This is what should be the goal 
of any band. 

C: Where did the band's name 
come from? What were the origins 
of the band? 

One: It was a name that popped into 
Rob's (the guitar player) head about 
a year after the band was actually 
formed. Rob and I had known each 
other since we were about five years 
old, and we had played together in 
high school in Windsor-based bands. 
Eventually both of us found ourselves 
in Toronto and through advertising 
and word of mouth the band came 
together about five years ago. 
C: Which particular artists might 
have influenced your musical styles 
while growing up? 
One: Definitely Toots Hibbert for his 
heart-felt singing style, his soul; Bob 
Marley, because as highly rated as he 



is, he's still under-rated; the Clash| 
for singing about issues that I re- 
lated to and not really caring about| 
what everyone else was writing, 
but staying true to one's own style 
and not worrying about commercial 
success — the punk rock ethic, so to 
speak. 

C: (Your latest album) "Smokin' 
the Goats" is getting good reviews 
across campuses, are there any 
plans to modify your style from 
your current reggae- hip-hop- rock 
'n' roll sound? 

One: The music is open for change, 
there is not really any hard and fast 
rules concerning style. But I have 
noticed in the last little while thet the 
songs that we are writing have the 
jazz and hip-hop influences coming 
through a little bit more, whereas 
when we first started out we were a 
rock-reggae band. The band is going 
through a growing process that is 
leaving us open to incorporating a 
wider variety of sounds. The growth 
of the band is what encourages us to 
keep going with our music, it moves 
us. 

C: Though the band stays away 
from overdone politically correct 
preachiness, what messages do you 
try to convey through your music? 
One: Equal rights and racial equality. 
My songs speak of a oneness, of 
trying to come together to to create a 
more sharing, more giving world. 
There are not really any barriers to 
songwriting, everything is fair game. 
The band sees themselves as some- 
what visionary and also reflective of 
the world around them (Chris be- 
lieves that the best songwriters are a 
combination of the two).
